A. PROTECTION. 

Legislation. 

Regulation II of 1063, which provided for tiie. 
establishment of a Legislative Council for Travancore, 
came into operation at the commencement of the year and 
consequently the Legislative work devolved on the Council. 
Five Bills were introduced into the Council and leave to 
introduce two others was granted during the year. The 
Bills introduced were— 

(1) A Bill to provide for the better management of 
the Anclial service, and for the regulation of postage duties, 

(2) A Bill to amend the law constituting the High 

Court, 

(3) A Bill to revise and ' re-enact the law relating 
to the Civil Procedure, 

(4) A Bill to revise and re-enact the law relating 
to the Criminal Procedure, and 

(5) A Bill for facilitating the .collection of arrears 
of revenue due to Government. 

2. The first of these was finally passed as Regulation I 
of 1064. The High Court and Civil Procedure Code Bills 
■passed the Council, but had not received the Royal assent 
when the year closed. The last two Bills remained under 
the consideration of the Select Committees to whom they 
were referred for report. The two Bills, leave to introduce 
which was applied for, were 

(1) A Bill to amend the law relating to Jenmies 
and Tenants, and 

(2) A Bill to make duplicates of registered docu¬ 
ments engrossed on cadjans admissible in evidence,

9. The strength of the Polioe assigned to the Trevan¬ 
drum division includes a reserve force of 155 men main¬ 
tained at head-quarters for furnishing treasure escorts and 
meeting emex’gent calls.

It will be seen that there is an excess of Eg. 5,191- 
Clis. 15-Casli 15 in the item of salaries. This is more ap¬ 
parent than real. The monthly payment of salaries does 
not include the stoppages on account of the superannua- 
• tion fund. These stoppages are allowed to accumulate and 
when an investment is made they are treated as so 
much paid on account of salaries. There were two such 
investments made during the year under report, against 
one in the last'year, and this accounts for the excess refer¬ 
red to. The expenditure under the head of clothing in¬ 
cludes the price of water-proof capes supplied to the re¬ 
maining half of the Police as anticipated in para 17 of the 
previous year’s report. 

12. Distributed over the population, the cost of the Police 
comes to chs. 2-cash 2 per head. The average annual 
cost of a Policeman calculated for the strength on the last 
day of the year was Its. 113-chs. 4-cash 5'5. In the 
Madras Presidency it was Rs. I70& in 1887. 

13. Statement (1) in the appendix shows the equip¬

137 men were enlisted 
against 38 resigned, 30 dismissed, 28 
deserted, 21 discharged and 19 died. One constable was 
dischai’ged on payment of a gratuity.

The number of Inspectors departmentally punished 
was 7 more than in the previous year. Likewise in the 





grade of Head Constables 94 were departmental^ punish¬ 
ed as against 75 in 1063. There is a slight reduction in 
the number of constables punished. Though the punish¬ 
ments indicate in a manner closer scrutiny into the con¬ 
duct of the officers, it would have been more gratifying to 
have to record fewer punishments in the rank of Inspectors 
who form the very back-bone of the force. 

15. Besides the departmental punishments above no¬ 
ticed, which were awarded for breaches of discipline, irregu¬ 
larity, of procedure &c., 196 men wore _ criminally prosecu¬ 
ted with the result that 34 were convicted as shown be¬ 
low :—

16. The number prosecuted in the year was more than 
double that of the last year, and the number convicted has 
also exceeded that in the preceding year by 13. Among 
the convicted were two Inspectors, one for bribery and the 
other for wrongful restraint. The number of policemen 
convicted in 1060, 1061, 1062 and 1063 was 25, 14,21 and 
21 respectively. The number convicted during the year 
under report is the largest since 1060. The percentages of 
convictions of Inspectors, Head Constables and Constables 
to the total number employed in those grades arc 4-5, 1*05 
and 2'04 respectively. 

17. On the other hand, 8 Inspectors, 22 Head Consta¬ 
bles and 60 Constables were promoted to higher grades 
during the year and 4 Inspectors, 4 Head Constables and 
8 Constables were awarded money presents for good ser¬ 
vice done. In this connection, it may be mentioned that 



one of the Inspectors, Gr. Yenkadasoobramonia Aiyan, was 
presented by His Highness the Maka Rajah with a gold 
bangle for creditable service in the detection of , the torch¬ 
light dacoity in Moovattupulay, noticed in para 46 of the 
report for 1062, and another bangle was presented to In¬ 
spector Atchutha Menon of the Cochin Police, who was re¬ 
ported to have rendered substantial assistance to our offi¬ 
cers in the detection of the case.

26. There was thus a total of 503 deaths or 77 less 
than in the preceding year, the decrease being chiefly in 
accidental deaths. It is gratifying also to note that cases 
of murder and culpable homicide are less than those of the 
last year by 4 each, 
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27. Of the 79 persons that committed suicide (62 males 
and 27 females), 

6 males and 9 females sought death by drowning,

Hanging seems to be the most accepted form of com¬ 
mitting suicide. 

28. Of the 393 cases of accidental deaths, 254 were by 
drowning, 80 by fall from trees; 8 deaths were returned 
as caused by wild animals, 2 by snake-bites and 49 by 
other causes. 

29. 150 fires were reported during the year against 11 

in 1063. The number of houses burnt 
Accidental fires. wag 184 against 169 in the year preced¬ 
ing. The fires however were not so destructive, the value 
of the property destroyed being only 8,446 Rs. 3 chs. i. e. 
one-seventli of that in 1063. Two lives were also lost.

The number of cases pending investigation at the end 
of the year was 61 against 51 in the year preceding. The 
percentages of cases detected and persons convicted aro 
less than those of the preceding year by -6 in the case of 
the former and 2-1 in the case of the latter. There is, how¬ 
ever, a slight improvement in respect to the property re¬ 
covered, the percentage being 70'9 against 68-9 in tho year 
past. In the Madras Presidency, the percentage of cases 
detected, persons convicted and property recovered in cog¬ 
nisable cases for 1888 was 68, 57-9 and 19 respectively. 
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S3. Taking the same results for each of the four magis¬ 
terial divisions separately, they stand as follows :— 



34. Kottayam ranks first as regards detection and con¬ 
viction and Trivandrum in respect to the value of pro¬ 
perty recovered. In the Padmanabhapnram division, 
there is a satisfactory increase in the percentage of cases 
convicted and property recovered, being 72 - 2 and 64’0 
against 7P3 a.nd 48'2 respectively in the preceding year. 
This speaks well of the local Police in-as-much as they ap¬ 
pear to have made some efforts to contend against the diffi¬ 
culties referred to in para 38 of the previous year’s report. 
The number of persons convicted in that division lias fall¬ 
en off by. about 5 per cent. 

35. Setting aside the Thovalay frontier station which 

■ . . had only 7 cases charged and 2 referred 

as false, the average duration of cases 
charged ranged from - 008 days in Neduvangad to 11'6 
in Kartigapully and 15*6 days in Yettumanoor. In-cases 
referred as false, on the other hand, in seven stations 
the duration ranged from 10 to 16 days; in one station 
(Sheneottah) it averaged 54 days; but in all the other sta¬ 
tions it was less than 10 days. In both these classes of 
cases, the average detention of .a prisoner ranged from pe¬ 
riods less than a day to 3 - 2 days. 

36. 15 cases of murder were reported to the Police 

during the year and 2 were pending 
Ul 81 ‘ detection at its commencement, making 

a total of 17 cases for the Police to deal with. Of these, 4 






were referred as false and one was pending detection at 
the close of the year. The remaining 12 cases involving 
20 persons, as compared with 14 cases involving 35 per¬ 
sons in 1063, were charged during the year with the 
result that 5 cases involving 5 persons ended in conviction 
and 6 cases involving 14 persons wero discharged. One 
case involving one person remained under trial when the 
year closed. 


37. The following table compares tho detective results 
in cases of murder for the years 1063 and 1064 :— 



Tho number of cases detected and of persons convict¬ 
ed is iess than in the past year, the percentages being 
4<T6 and 25‘0 against 7T4 and 60‘0 in 1063. Kottayam 
has fared worst in both these respects in the year under 
review. 


83. 33 cases were returned as dacoities during the 
Dacoities y car against 31 eases in 1063. Of 
these, 17 were referred as false and 2 
were pending detection at the end of the year. The 
remaining 14 cases involving 78 porsons were charged, 
and 1 case involving 4 persons was pending trial at the 
commencement of the year. Of these, 2 cases involving 
11 persons ended in conviction and 12 cases involving 05 
persons in acquittal. There was 1 case involving 6 
persons pending trial before the Magistrate. The per¬ 
centage of detection to cases charged is poor, being only 
13‘3 against 23'0 in the year previous. 
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39. 107 cases were reported during the year against 

113 in the year previous. Of these, 
o 67 were referred as false and 1 was 

pending detection at the end of the year. The remaining 
39 cases affecting 66 persons were charged during the 
year, and 8 cases involving 15 persons were pending trial 
at the commencement of the year, thus making a total of 
47 cases affecting 81 persons. Of these, 18 cases involv¬ 
ing 22 persons ended in conviction and 27 cases involving 
56 persons in acquittal. Two cases involving 3 persons 
were under trial at the close of the year.

The percentage of detections and convictions is worse 
than in last year. There is, however, a decided improve¬ 
ment in regard to the property recovered, the percentages 
for 1062, 1063 and 1064 being 67'9, 52'8 and 712 
respectively. 


40. 478 cases were reported during the year under

detection at the end of 1063, there were for disposal 502 
cases, of which 220 were referred as false and 32 pending 
detection at the close of the year. The remaining 250 
cases involving 516 persons were charged during the year, 
and 9 cases involving 15 persons were pending trial at its 







commencement, making a total of 259 cases affecting 531 
persons. Of these, 180 cases involving 328 persons were 
convicted and 53 cases involving 148 persons acquitted. 
The remaining 20 cases involving 55 persons were before 
the Courts when the year closed. The percentage of 
detections in this class of cases to those charged is 7l'8 
in 1064 as compared with 81-3 in 1003—-by no means a 
satisfactory result. 

41. The number of sijoli thefts reported during the 

year was 152, of which 40 wero refer- 
Caitle-tUofts. red as false. The remaining 112 cases 
involving 180 persons were charged during the year with 
the result that 77 cases involving 114 persons ended in 
conviction. Animals of the value of 2,250 .Rupees were 
lost, those recovered being valued at 1,787 Rs. 

42. 1,074 cases wero reported to the Police under this 

head as against 1,728 in 1003. Includ- 

Orclimivy thefts. j n g ^ caS es pending at fclio end of the 
previous year, the Police had to deal with 1,080 cases, of 
which 503 cases were referred as false and 10 cases were 
pending detection at the end of tlio year. Tliis left 1,173 
cases involving 1,002 persons charged before the magis¬ 
tracy and-12 cases involving 55 persons were pending trial 
at the commencement of the year, making a total of 1,185 
cases and 1,747 persons. 207 cases affecting 520 persons 
were acquitted, and 849 cases involving 1,133 persons ended 
in conviction. The remaining 30 cases against 85 persons 
were pending trial when the year closed. The percentage 
of detection was 71'0 in the year under review, while in 
1063 it was 73-1. 

43. In the report for 1003, there were a few inaccu¬ 
racies in the figures for grave offence's. Tlmy arc. now 
given correctly wherever referred to.

Of the 52 head-stations and 99 sub-stations, the 
Superintendent of Police visited 49 of 
the former and 42 of the latter. The 
Assistant Superintendent, Southern division, visited all 
the stations in his division, while the Assistant Superin¬ 
tendents of Cottayam and Quilon left unvisited four and one 
sub-stations 'respectively. The Superintendent was en¬ 
gaged in inspection work for 102 days and the Assis¬ 
tant Superintendents of the Southern, Quilon and Cot¬ 
tayam. divisions for 224, 78 and 158 days respectively.

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66. From the foregoing statement, it appears that 
out of 2,302 cases of theft filed during the year, 1441 or 
62 - 6 per cent were committed in gardens or paddy lands, 
727 or 31 - 6 per cent in dwelling-houses and only 134 or 
5'8 per cent on the high-ways. 54’5 per cent of the cases 
of robbery and 41;7 per cent of the cases of dacoity 
charged were also committed in gardens or paddy lands. 
In 59'6 per cent of the cases of theft and 69 - 6 per cent of 
the cases of robbery, the value of the property stolen did 
not exceed 5 Rs., and in 89'7 and 93 - l per cent respect¬ 
ively, the value did not exceed Rs. 50. There was only 
one case of robbery relating to property exceeding 100 
Rs. in value and none exceeding 200 Rs. In 8 cases of 
theft, the value of the property stolen exceeded 1,000 Rs., 
and in only one case of dacoity the value of the property 
involved exceeded that amount. In 79'7 per cent of the 
cases of dacoity, the value of the property involved did 
not exceed 50 Rs., and in none of the cases said to have 
been perpetrated on the high-ways did the value of the 
property exceed that figure. Of the 84 cases of dacoity 
filed during the year, only 10 cases were committed to the 
Sessions courts, 9 of which ended in the conviction of the 
accused.

70. The number charged and the number committed or 
convicted exceeded the corresponding figures of the pre¬ 
vious year by 401 and 67 respectively. The percentage of 
conviction, to the number charged was 12 - 8. This is far 
from what it should be, and it is hoped that the Criminal 
courts will endeavour to reduce the number of unnecessary 
charges against females. There was only one female 
charged with murder against 8 in the preceding year, and 
that one was not convicted. The number charged with 
robbery and hurt also shows a reduction, the increase being 
only in criminal trespass and other minor offences.

■ 'Witnesses examined. amounted to

year. Of these, 26,576 or 82 per cent were examined on 
the day of their appearance and 4,310 or 13'3 per cent 
within 3 days, against 23,695 or 76’5 per cent and 4,656 
or 15 per cent respectively in the previous year.

Duration o( trial. 


The average duration of a preliminary enquiry was 
19 days and of a trial before the Magis¬ 
tracy 9 days against 26 and 11 days res¬ 
pectively in 1063. Excluding the period of pendency of 
cases during police investigation or for arrest of accused 
persons, the duration of a preliminary enquiry averaged 
only 15 days and of a trial 6 days in 1064. The average 
duration of a preliminary enquiry before the subordinate 
Magistracy was 19 days and before the District and Eirst 
Class Magistrates 26 days against 24 and 30 days respec¬ 
tively in 1063. The average time taken for the trial of a 
case by the former was 7 days and by the latter 15 days 
against 9 and 16 days respectively in the preceding year.

The 
High Court upheld the conviction of all the 3 prisoners for 
murder, but altered the sentence of death on one of them 
into rigorous imprisonment for life, and the sentence of 
rigorous imprisonment passed upon another into one of 
capital punishment. In the case of one of the remaining 
prisoners who was a juvenile offender, theHigh Court, agree¬ 
ing in the suggestion made by the Sessions Judge, recom¬ 
mended that His Highness the Maha Rajah may be pleased, 
in the exercise of the Royal prerogative of mercy, to reduce 
the sentence of imprisonment for life to one of 7 years’ 
rigorous imprisonment.

The number of cases reported for the orders of the 
High Court by Sessions Judges and 
District Magistrates under Sections 295 
and 296 of the Code of Criminal Procedure was 126 and 
together with the arrears the number for disposal was 127 
against 85 and 89 respectively in the preceding year. All 
these were disposed of during the year with the result that 
in 36 cases, the sentence or order was quashed, in 21 modi¬ 
fied, and in the remaining 70 interference was declined. 


110. The High Court revised during the year 123 
calendars relating to" Sessions trials and 1,184 relating to 
trials before the District and First Class Magistrate. In 
one cCe decided by the Sessions court and 6 by the Magis¬ 
trates ilia sentence or order was modified, and m 11 cases 
decided by the Magistrates, it was reversed. In 8 Sessions 
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cases and 47 Magistrates cases, irregularities of law or pro-' 
cedure were pointed out for the guidance of the subordinate 
courts. 

111. The High Court revised also 85 appeal statements 
received from Sessions courts and 615 from the District 
Magistrates. • Hone of the former had to bo interfered 
with, but in 4 of the latter the sentence or order was modi¬ 
fied and in 3 reversed. 

112. The High Court also disposed of during the year 
231 petitions under Section 297 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, 73 references from the Sessions Judges and 
Magistrates on points of law and procedure, 41 applications 
for transfer of cases from one court to another and 49 
Criminal Miscellaneous petitions. 

113. The salient features in the criminal litigation and 
the business done by the courts during the year are, in the 
words of the High Court, 

1. “ a considerable falling off in almost all the hei¬ 
nous crimes, such as murder, &c ; 

2. “ an increase in petty offences such as assault and 
the like;

118. Order and discipline were well maintained in all 
the Jails. 


119. All the clothing and bedding 
the^CeSjix 01 ' W required for the Central and Quilon 
J ails and tor the hospitals m the state 
were manufactured in the Central Jail. 


120. The raw materials purchased for the manufacture 
including the stock on hand at the end of the previous 
year, cost Rs. 3,271 „ cash 10. The value of articles 
manufactured including goods in store at the end of 1064 
amounted to 10,414 Rs. 7 chs. 8^ cash. Of the latter, 
sales to the extent of 10,421 Rs. 13 chs. 8 cash were 
effected including the unsold stock of the previous year.

122. The abolition of the District Jail at Quilon and 
the transfer of the prisoners located there to the Central- 
Jail continued to engage the attention of Government 
during the year. The local District Magistrate is 
decidedly against the measure and when we come to the 
question of cost it appears to be doubtful whether the 
transfer would be economical, as the removal of convicts 
from Quilon would necessitate the employment of free 
labor in the several places where convict labor is now 
employed. The Chief Engineer, too, objects to the Central 
Jail building, which is a very handsome structure standing 
in a conspicuous position, being added to. on tlie ground 
that the appearance of the main building would be 
affected.

149. There-was a decided improvement in respect of 
original suits in all the Zillah courts except Paravoor. 
Alleppey has the shortest duration in respect of contested 
original suits and Quilon comes next, the latter being the 
first in regard to nncontested suits. In appeals, the 
duration was longest in Trevandrum and shortest in 
Alleppey, though, in comparison with the previous year, 
the duration was less in the former court and more in the 
latter. In respect of contested appeals, ISTagercoil and 
Paravoor compare unfavorably with last year. The in¬ 
crease in .duration in the Paravoor Zillah court is attri¬ 
buted to the disposal during the year of a large number 
of long-standing suits in that court. Taking all tho 
courts together, 60 per cent of the original and 8P4 per 
cent of the appeals were disposed of within one year 
against 53‘5 and 82'1 per cent respectively in the pre¬ 
ceding year.

151. The number of original suits pending at the close 
of 1064 was 636 and of appeals 1039, against 655 and 1024 
at the close of 1063. In the Trivandrum and Paravoor 
Zillah courts the arrears were considerably reduced during 
the year. The increase in the Alleppey court is due to 
the fact that there was only a single Judge in that court 
throughout tho year. Of the arrears, only 150 original 







suits and 75 appeals were pending for more than a year, 
against 207 and 192 in 1063. Of the 150 original suits 
pending at the close of 1064, only S were of more than 2 
years’ standing, 1 of more than 3 years’ standing and l of 
more than 4 years’ standing and none older than 5 years ; 
while at the close of 1063 there were 44 suits of more than 
2 years’ standing, 24 of more than 3 years’ standing, 8 of 
more than 4 years’ standing and 4 older than 5 years. 
The old cases which have been disposed of were pending 
in the Trevandrum and Paravoor Zillah courts.

In the Alleppey Zillah court there were no appeals of more 
than a year’s standing and in Paravoor there were only 2 
such appeals at the close of 1064. 

153. The number of Civil miscellaneous appeals re¬ 

ceived during tho year was 174, and in- 

MiacoUanetms. elusive of arrears the number for dispo¬ 
sal during the year was 235 as against 177 and 283 respec¬ 
tively in the previous year. 181 appeals were disposed of 
during the year leaving 54 at the close of tho year against 
61 at the close of 1068. Gf the miscellaneous appeals dis¬ 
posed of on the merits during the year, only 81 percent 
wei’e allowed against 43 per cent in the year preceding. 

154. Registration appeals. The number of registra¬ 

tion appeals received by tho Zillah courts during tho year 1 
amounted to 33 against 29 in 1063. Together with the 
arrears, the number for disposal was 54 and the number 
disposed of was 38 against 51 and 30 respectively in tho 
previous year. Of those disposed of during tho year, 33 
appeals were allowed and '5 rejected, .

Mr. Ohockalingom Pillay resumed his duties and Mr. 
Ramacliundra Row was promoted as 2nd Judge only 
towards the. close of the year. The quantity of work done 
by the other Judges is satisfactory. Mr. Pudmanabha 
Iyer disposed of the largest number of original cases and 
Mr. Ramalingam Iyer, the largest number of appeals during 
the year. In regard to quality, as judged by the confir¬ 
mations in appeal, Mr. Padmanabha Iyer takes the lead in 
respect of both original and appeal decisions, Mr. Rama¬ 
lingam Iyer comes next in respect of original decisions 
and Mr. J'aganatha Row in regard to appeal decisions. The 
highest percentage of reversals in first appeals was against 
the decisions of Mr. Jaganatba Row and in second appeals 
against those of Mr. Ohockalingom Pillay. The largest 
number of cases remanded was in appeals against the deci 
sions of Messrs. Jaganatha Row and Gresscux. The 
smallest percentage of regular appeals was from the origi 
nal decisions of Mr. Padmanabha Iyer and the smallest per 
centage of special appeals against the appeal decisions of 
Mr. Ramalingam lyor. 


156. High Court. Mr. Justice Ormsby, who had taken 
a short furlough to Europe, returned 
Changes m the resumed his duties in the early part 

so,me ' of the year. In consequence of the ill¬ 

ness and the subsequent death of Justice Narayana Pillay, 





which sad event took place during the absence of Mr. 
Justice Onnsby, Mr. Cosby, Civil and Sessions Judge of 
Quilon, was appointed Puisne Judge of the High Court for 
a short time until Hr. Ormsliy*s return to duty. Towards 
the close of the year Mr. Clovinda I’illay was raised to the 
High Court, as 'it. was found necessary to give that court 
its "full complement of Judges for the disposal of certain 
cases, which, under the law, could, bo disposed of only by a 
full bench of five Judges, and also to form a bench in the 
High Court during the employment of 3 of its Judges in 
hearing appeals to Llis Highness tho Malm. Rajah. 
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157. The number of regular appeals 
filed d uring the year amounted to 320 
‘ and special appeals to 538, 
against, 280 regular appeals and 
510 special appeals in 1003, 
The institutions of the year 
under review exceeded the 
average filo of the past live 
years by 100 regular appeals 
and J 09 special appeals, or a 
total of 209 cases (vvU table in 
tho margin).

The average 
value of a regular appeal was Rs. 1,4291 and of a special 
appeal Rs. 147J- against Rs. 9731.- and 148| respectively 
in the preceding year. The increase in the value of regu¬ 
lar appeals is due to three or four appeals of exceptionally 
high value having been received during the year under 
review. 




160. Inclusive of arrears and re-admissions, there were 

for disposal during the year 434 regular 
isposas. and 665 -special appeals or a total of 

1,099 cases, against 365 regular and 631 special or a total 
of 996 appeals in 1063. Of these, 284 regular and 537 
special appeals or a total of 821 cases were disposed of dur¬ 
ing the year against 254 regular and 504 special or a total 
of 758 appeals in the preceding year, the increase in the 
disposals being 30 regular and 33 special appeals or a total 
of 63 cases. 

161. Of the cases disposed of, 957 per cent of the re¬ 
gular appeals and the same percentage of special appeals 
were contested against 957 and 95 2 per cent respectively 
in the preceding year. The nature of the disposals is 
shewn below:— 
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In 57'4 per cent of the regular appeals and in 75 per 
cent of the special appeals the decisions of the Zilla-h Judges 
were confirmed against 44 - 8 and 72* 1 per cent respectively 
in the preceding year. The reversals during, the year con¬ 
stituted only 22 - 4 per cent in regular appeals and 15*5 per 
cent in special appeals against 30*9 and 16'G per cent res¬ 
pectively in 1063.

238 cases at the close of 1063. “ This increase in tho 
arrears,” the High Court observe, “is duo to the increase 
in institutions or the year, viz, 34 regular appeals and 28 
special appeals or a total of 62 cases and particularly 
during the last quarter, and to tho fact that the High 
Court was closed during the hearing of the Syrian Church 
appeal. ” 


164. Of tho cases pending at the close of tho year, all 
but 10 were filed during tho year, and of these 10, (5 were 
filed in 1063 and 4 in 1062. Of tho 4 easos of 1062, one 
liad been remanded to the lower court and was awaiting 
the submission of the lower court’s finding and the other 
3 cases “were awaiting the decision of a Judicial Com¬ 
mittee case known as the Syrian Church case, which, 
though disposed of by the Committee before the close of 
1064, received the Royal assent after the closo of the 
year.” 

165. Of the 6 cases of 1003, 8 arc regular '-and tho 

other 3 special appeals. Of the former, “ 2 had to be 
adjourned at the instance of the parties concerned ” and 
in' the remaining case which had been remitted to tho s 
lower court for reception of additional evidence, the finding 1 ' 
was received only 4 days before the close of the year, j 
The 3 special appeals of 1063 had all been remitted to tho!

The High Court also disposed of during the year 39 
applications, received from lower courts for transfer of 
cases from one court to another, 15 applications made 
under sections 10 and 11 of the Civil Procedure Code, 9 
references on questions bearing on the Court Fees Regu¬ 
lation, 6 references under the Stamp Regulation and one 
reference under the Small Cause Regulation. 


170. The number of applications received during, the

Imiioia! Committee. Committee wg? 5 against 6 in 
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the preceding year. Together with arrears, there were 7 
applications for disposal of which 6 were disposed of, with 
the result that 4 were rejected as being below the 
pecuniary jurisdiction of the Committee, and 2 were ad¬ 
mitted. The remaining one application was received 
about the close of the year. 

There were 3 Royal appeals pending at the commence¬ 
ment of the year all of which were disposed of by the 
Judicial Committee before the year closed. The two cases 
admitted during the year were pending translation and 
printing of records. Tho Committee also disposed of 17 
miscellaneous petitions connected with Royal appeals. 


171. The number of applications for execution of de-

mounted to 30,725, and together with arrears and those 
received by transfer the number for disposal was 34,870, 
against 28,072 and 32,406 respectively in the previous 
year. Of these, 7,995 were completely executed and 
struck out during the year against 7,436 in the preceding 
year. In 22,849 cases the proceedings came to an end 
for the time being, and 1,242 were transferred to other 
courts. The number actually pending execution at the 
close of the year was 2,784 against 3,001 at the close of 
1063. 


172.. With a view to equalize the work of the Munsiffs’ 
courts and to afford better facilities to 
isce iuieous. gu itors, the proverty of Okennithalay 
in the Mavalikaray taluq was transferred during the year 
from the jurisdiction oE the Thiruvellah Munsiffs’ court in 
the Alleppey Zillah to that of the Aripad Munsiffs court 
in the Quilon Zillah. 


173. The system which was experimentally adopted 
in 1060 of bringing the process service establishment on 
the list of salaried servants, having been found to work 
satisfactorily, was on the recommendation. of the High 
Court-mafle permanent during the year. 



174. A reciprocity system of service of processes free 
of cost between Travancore and British India was intro¬ 
duced during the year under report. Pending the 
publication by the British Indian Government of a noti¬ 
fication authorizing the service in British India of the 
Travancore processes free of cost, the issue of the neces¬ 
sary rules has been deferred. 

175. His Highness the Maha Rajah was pleased during 
the year to exempt, from payment of court fees, applications 
of witnesses for return of documents produced in obedience 
to the orders of the courts. 

176. His Highness’ Government also sanctioned during 
the year an allotment of Rs. 2,000 for improving the Law 
Library of the High Court. 

177. Under Regulation IV of 1061, 19 decrees from 
British Indian courts and 38 from those of Cochin were 
received for execution by the local courts during the year, 
against 11 and 41 x>espectively in the preceding year. The 
number of decrees of the Travancore courts transferred for 
execution to the British Indian and Cochin courts amount¬ 
ed to 13 and 21 against 13 and 25 respectively in 1063.

179. Taking all the courts together, there were for 
Summary disposal during the year 32,163 original 

cases and 4,545 appeals or a total of 
36,708 cases, against 29,991 original cases and -4,545 ap¬ 
peals or a total of 34,536 cases in 1063. This shows- an 
increase on the original side of 2,172 cases or 7'2 per cent. 
The total number of cases disposed of during the year was 
31,143 i. e. 27,915 original cases and 3,228 appeals against 
29,031, 25,748 and 3,283 respectively in the preceding year. 
The disposals on the original side also show an increase of 
2,167 cases or 8-4 per cent. Though the number of ap¬ 
peals pending at the end of tho year was larger than that 
at tho close of 1063, there is a decided improve¬ 
ment in the pendency of the former as compared with that 
of the latter, a large number of old cases having been 
disposed of during the year under review.

B. ADMINISTRATION OF THE LAND. 


192. Revenue Survey. In para 206 of the report for 

the preceding year reference _ was 
DepSneut! 8 ° f tke ma ^ e to ^ ie introduction into Travan- 
e ‘ ' core, at the close of that year, of the new 

method of work as adopted iu the Madras Survey. But 
the taluqs where work had been previously started on the 
old system lmd to be worked to completion on that system, 
so that the operations of the department during the year 
under report were conducted both on the old and the new 
system. The number of taluqs operated on during the 
year in respect of both demarcation and survey were four 
each in the Southern and Quilon divisions and one in the 
Trevandrum division on the old system, and one in the 
latter division on the new system. 

193. A statement of the comparative strength of the 

. department at the beginnin g and the cl osc 

8 s long i. 0 f the year will be found in the appen¬ 

dix. It will be seen that there were 552 hands on the first 
day of the year, while on the last day there were only 390. 
The reduction, chiefly in the field establishment, is due to 
the introduction of the new system of work. 

194. In 2 villages in Kullculam and Vilavenkode work 

had to be deferred on account of the 
tum° lrai ’ Uy clemiU0ft ' prevalence of malarious fever in the 

preceding year. These villages under 
the old system and the taluq of Neyyattinkarray under the 
new system were undertaken and completed during the 
year under report. 

195. The out-turn in this work under both the old and 

new systems was 325T9 square miles 

Out-turn. against 162-59 in 1063. 

196. Field demarcation was in progress in the taluqs 

of Kulkulam and Velavankodo under 

Fluid demarcation. ^ 0 j d g y S t e m and in Neyyattincarray 
under the new system. An area of 164-75 square miles 
which remained to be done in the two first-named taluqs 
at the close of the preceding year under the old system, and 
5 villages in the Neyyattincarray taluq under the new sys¬ 
tem were completed, the out-turn under both systems being 
212 - 67 square miles against 140'82 in 1063. 
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197. In 2 villages in Kulkulam and one in Velavankode 
the surveyors had to be withdrawn 
Boundary stirraj. ow i„g to malarious fever in the prece¬ 
ding year. As soon, however, as the season permitted, work 
was resumed and completed in the two former villages to¬ 
gether with what remained to ho done in the Nodoovengad 
iahiq at the close of 1063. In the incomplete villago of 
Velavankode, the iinhoaltliinoss of the season prevented 
work from being resumed early enough to bring it to com¬ 
pletion before the year closed. The whole of the Noyyat- 
tincarray taluq with an area of 205 square miles was also 
completed during the year under the new system. The 
total area surveyed is 443'81 square miles under both the 
old and new systems, against 308*57 square miles under 
the old system in 1063. 


198. The work which remained to be done in the 4

203. The subjoined statement compares the out-turn of 
the year under demarcation and survey. 
Out-turn. both in the field and office under the old 


and the new system, with that of the preceding- year:— 



The out-turn in “fields surveyed, ” “ fields plotted, ” 
“tested” and "finished” is low when compared with the 
results of the preceding year’s work. The falling-off in 
the first process is reported to be due to there being- no 
more work under that head under the old system; and in 
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the next two processes to the work being carried on in 
more closely cultivated taluqs and in minute holdings. The 
difference of 20 square miles between the area “ detailed ” 
and the area “finished” in 1064 is the area of two 
villages, the detailing of which was only completed at the 
close of the year. 

204. A statement of the harmonised results attained by 

checking the work by the great trigono- 
Eemilts of the tests metrical survey will be found in the 
»fetrirafsurre,r nSOn '’' appendix. The traverse work of the 
revenue survey was connected with 6 
trigonometrical stations. The mean error per mile is 5‘82 
feet against 4'21 in 1063.

tiofi8 Um,th obser ™' time North was 7' 40" East. The ave¬ 
rage number of angles between observa¬ 
tions was 41.

against Rs. 1,46,030 in 1063. 


209. During the year, fever was generally prevalent in 
most of the taluqs where survey opera- 
Season. tions were in progress, especially in 

Kulculam, Velavancode, Nedoovengaud and Neyyattin- 
karray. 840 cases of sickness were reported during the 
year, of which 738 were of a shorter duration than a fort- 
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night and the remainder of a longer period. 34 days were 
on an average lost by sickness by each subordinate in the 
field for a total average strength of 164 surveyors. 

210. The out-turn noticed under the new system of 

work is the result of only 7 months’ 
„ new work, the rest of the time being occu- 

y ‘ ' pied in training the surveyors and 

in preliminary arrangements. The estimated out-turn 
has, notwithstanding, been realized. Mr. Tomlinson obser¬ 
ves—“ It has been found possible to make several iniprove- 
“ ments on the original method of working. That the new 
“ system is an immense improvement on the old, both as 
“ regards progress and cost, is, I am glad to say, no longer 
“ a matter of doubt. ” 

211. Revmm Settlement. There were 13 taluqs under 

operation during the year of which 7 
OtMartmen? 8 " f il,e were surveyed and the rest unsurveyed. 

1 No new taluq was taken up. 

212. Of the 7 surveyed taluqs, Trevandrum was settled 

during the previous year (vide para 211 

Surveyed taluq,. t y c Bepopt f or 1068), except in the 

ease of Sreepandaravagay, Kiuidukrishy and Sreepaiitliom 
lands which were dealt with distinct from Government 
tenures. These were finally settled during the year and 
fair puttahs were distributed. There yet remained ano¬ 
ther item of work in connection with this taluq viz. the 
tabulation of figures for the new ayacut. and the prepa¬ 
ration of the Settlement Register. The former was sub¬ 
mitted to Government during the year and the latter was 
all but finished at its close. The Government revenue was 
collected during the year according to the new settlement. 
The Dewan Peislicar writes :— 

“ Just as the Settlement affords a practical test of 
“ the survey operation, so the actual collection of the re- 
t; venue under the Settlement puttah is a test of the Settlc- 
“ ment itself. That the realization of revenue was atten- 
“ ded with every facility and was free from hitches of a 
“ noteworthy character and that there were hut a few eases 
“ -where corrections had to be made, testify to the general 
" efficiency of the work carried out. ” 
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213. The Sheraingecl taluq was-taken up for final 
Settlement during the year. The assessing operation was 
undertaken about the middle-of the year in the 22 Govern¬ 
ment villages. The period occupied by this work was full 
two months, leaving out the periods devoted to other work 
exclusively. The 'J)ewan 1'eishcar writes :— 

" Before the end of the year, the statements of the 
“ assessment figures for 7 tillages were submitted and re- 
“ ceived the sanction of Government. The further tabu- 
“ lation of figures and tliq sanction of rates for the re- 
“ maining villages belong to the cnri’ont year. The assess- 
“ ing of the 9 villages comprised in Atteugal. and Kilima- 
“ nur had to be deferred till the Government villages were 
“ completely worked. As in the previous year, ltegistra- 
“ t-ion fonned the staple item of work with the field-agency. 
“ In the 22 Government villages the survey numbers to be 
“ brought under “ Registration ” were 08,748 in the aggre- 
“ gate. The number ot cases filed up to the end of the 
“ year was 38,331 including 07,977 survey numbers of 
" which 27,424 cases had been completely investigated du- 
“ ring the previous year’s. The year’s out-turn was 6,327 
“ cases involving 10,529 survey fields. The balance of re- 
“ gistration work, as it stood at the close of the year, was 
“ 4,580 cases. Considering that the classifiers had various 
“ other items of business to attend to, in the way of pre- 
“ liminaries to the assessment operation and subsequent 
“ tabulation and verification of figures, the progress at- 
“ tamed may be considered fair. ” 

“ In the 9 villages of Attengal and Kilimanur, the 
“ Registration cases completely investigated by the elassi- 
“ fiers during the year were 1,800. The cases dealt with 
“ previously were 8,418. The balance at the year’s end 
“ was 1,238 cases. For some months these classifiers had 
“ to be detailed for other work and this accounts for the 
“ comparatively low out-turn standing to their credit under 
“ the head of ‘ Registration.’ The investigated cases 
‘‘ pending disposal at the beginning of the year throughout 
“ the taluq -were 10,539. Those referred during the year 
"were 17,486. Total 28,025. .Of this number, the cases 
“ decided were 19,885, leaving a balance of 8,140 cases at 
“ the end of the year. The number of escheat cases which 



“ came up for enquiry in the Government villages -were 393, 
• ! of which 75 were transferred from the revenue depart- 
“ ftient. The rest were disclosed in the course of the 
“ general registration. Of the 393 cases, 211 were decided in 
“ favour of Government claim, 155 were dismissed and the 
“ remaining were pending disposal. Bach decided case 
“ involves individual cases of settlement and the number of 
“ such cases coining up for enquiry was 1,857, of which 
“ 1,446 were disposed of leaving a balance of 411 cases. 
“ Cases other than, escheats involving the adjustment of 
“ Government rights had also to be attended to. The 
“ total number of such eases disclosed was 703 of which 
“ 5G6 were finally disposed of. ” 

“ The cash receipts to Government from the disposal 
“of the cases above noticed were Rs. 3,422-12 clis.-il c. 
“ The decisions in many cases remained to he enforced and 
“ the money recoveries effected belong to the current year.” 

214. Of the remaining 5 surveyed talnqs, fair advance 
was made in “ Registration ” in tho talnqs of Thovalay 
and Agasteeswaram. The following statement gives parti¬ 
culars of this work done in the year:— 



Agasteeswaram had more than twice the numbers for 
Tliovallay in the matter of registration' and consequently 
the work which remained undisposed of in that tahiq at. 
the close of the year was much heavier than in the other

The falling-off is chiefly in steamers, only 169 having 
called against 174 in the previous year. “ The reason of 
this” in the opinion of the Commercial Agent “is that 
now the coasting companies are using such large vessels 
compared with a few years back, the question of port dues 
has become a serious consideration, and when it is seen 
that there is but little cargo for an extra steamer she will 
be ordered by the Calcutta Agents to pass on without call¬ 
ing, and the extra boats are generally the largest on the 
line.”

Engineer remarks: “ The roads were on 
Condition of the « w hole fairly well maintained, but 
TOil ‘ “ the season was an extremely bad one 

“ for road maintenance, the rains and dry weather being 
« very unevenly distributed. The best weather is alter- 
« nate sunshine and showers with reasonable intermissions. 
“ This kind of season was conspicuously absent during the 
“year.” A groat deal was done in the year to plant 
avenue trees on several of the roads. 


383. In the Namjenad, considerable damages wore done 
to the roads and irrigation channels by 
Damages done to preaches caused by a heavy rain in one 

roads in Natvjenad. ^ ^ ^ beginning of the year. 

There fell 13£ inches of rain in the hills and 7 inches in 
the low country in a few hours, which resulted in a flood 
much higher than the highest flood ever before recorded. 
The estimated cost of repairing these damages is Rs. 43,490 
and almost all the damaged works were repaired during 
the year.

being eventually improved and converted into public roads. 
The total length of roads so transferred was 898 miles, 
the estimated cost of their maintenance being Rs. 19,045 
or Rs. 21 per mile. It will'take several years before the 
D. P. "W. can convert into really good roads these lines 
constructed originally by unprofessional men. 


386. A sum of Rs. 10,214 was spent under the head

Bridges and culvert*. aga i ns t K s . 5,711 in the year previous. 
A large portion of this amount was devoted to the renewal 
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of the wooden platforms of bridges. The Chief Engineer 
thus comments upon this, expenditure. “About 10,000 
" Rs. were expended on the renewal of the wood-work of 
“ bridge platforms. This expenditure is an unsatisfactory 
“ one, but of course cannot well be helped. All that is 
“possible is done to construct bridges of imperishable 
“ materials, but this cannot obviously be done in all dis- 
“ tricts and circumstances—the renewal of wood-work of 
“ bridges is usually necessary in from 5 to about 12 years, 
“ according to the quality of the timber supplied. There 
“ are now only two kinds of timber used for this purpose, 
“viz:—Teak and Thumbogom, these being the most per- 
“ manent of timbers so far known. ” 

387. Tho repair and maintenance of canals cost Rs. 

„ , 16,860 against Rs 17,868 in 1063. The

principal items under this head are the 
maintenance of the coast-line of water communication from 
Alleppey to Trivandrum including the Wurkallay 'canal 
and tunnels, and of the lights at the points of junction of 
the canals with the backwaters.

398. The expenditure of Rs. 38)771 on repairs was 

mostly incurred in the Southern 
Repairs. Division. Of this, Rs. 7,192 were 

devoted to the maintenance of 74 miles of restored chan¬ 
nels at Rs. 97 per mile, Rs. 30,775 to closing breaches and 
Rs. 804 to 12 minor works. 

In regard to the expenditure of Rs. 30,775 on closing 
breaches, the Chief Engineer writes “ Closing breaches 
“ formed an unfortunately heavy item during'the year 
“ owing to the unprecedentedly heavy floods of the 2nd 
“ November 1888. The flood of that date was two feet 
“ higher in places than the great and disastrous floods of 
“ 1877, and considering this, the cost of closing the 
“breaches of last year, viz. Rs. 30,755, is trifling when 
“ compared to that of the 1877 flood which cost no less a 
“ sum than Rs. 1,60,430. It says much for the works 
“ done by this department during the last 10 or 12 years 
“ that such a great difference should exist showing how 
“ the various channels have been improved.” 

“ That there must be some breaches at every flood is 
“ inevitable, for the great drainage arteries such as the 
“ Pallayaur, Vullyaur, Thuvaflar, Punnyvoieal, Pamboori- 
“ voical &c. are quite inadequate to do their duty from 
“ narrowing of the banks by encroachments and siltings 
“ of the beds. The silting of the Pallayaiu* is a serious 
“difficulty, and the incapacity of the river to carry flood 
" waters caused thereby and the narrowness and crooked- 
“ ness of its course ai’e matters which must receive atten- 
“ tion in a few years, more especially as the improve- 
“ raent and head-sluicing of the channels fed from the 
“ Pallayaur throw a ■ heavier strain on that water-course 
“ than before.” .

The most expensive of the reclamation schemes is the 
first one which consists “of the construction of a pitched 
« embankment about a mile in length with many sluices 
“ from the west entrance of the Paravoor canal southward 
“ and enclosing thereby a large area of land fit for paddy 
“ cultivation and preventing the salt water entering.” 
The progress made in this work is thus described by the 
Chief Engineer: “ 9,090 feet of revetment walling was 
“ more or less completed with the enclosing bank behind 
“ as well as the excavation of the new canal forming 
“ the straight cut into Paravoor so greatly improving 
“ the water-way. The revetment -work done is very satis- 
“ factory and the progress made, good, considering all 
“ things. The total of the estimate is Rs. 89,000 and it is 
“ hoped this will be worked out during the new year. It 
« is, however, possible that somo small addition may be 
“ asked for to meet some unforeseen contingencies.” 

• The Moonabom, Vadavthoor and ICynagary schemes 
were satisfactorily completed and the ICypoolay scheme was 
in a fair state of progress. 

The improvement of the Pullioondan Caul, the con¬ 
struction of head-works to that channel and to the Tharay 
Caul, the provision of shutters and locks to the restored 
irrigation channels and the improvement of the Payode 
caul with head-works may he noted as a few of the princi¬ 
pal works in South Travancore. 

Miscettancoun. 

400. The expenditure under this head, including salt 
works & ferries, amounted to Rs. 74,409 
Expeu wo. against Rs. 65,921 in tire year previous. 
Rs. 27,864 were expended on salt works, Rs. 2,975 on 
ferries and Rs. 43,570 on other miscellaneous items. 

. 401. Of the outlay of Rs. 27,864 on salt works, 
Rs. 11,627 represent the expenditure 
Salt works. on repairs and Rs, 16,237 on original 
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•works. The former consisted of the maintenance and 
repair of several bankshalls and other buildings of the 
Salt Department, and the latter of certain improvements 
to the Oolachel Salt Pans and the construction of bank¬ 
shalls or depots in several places. 

The improvements to the Oolachel salt pans took up a sum 
of Rs. 8,156. They consisted of deepening the outer reser¬ 
voir and partly cutting a ring channel, removing mounds, 
restoring the reservoir bank, and cutting an experimental 
supply channel to the sea. “This last item, ” the Chief 
Engineer remarks, “ has not proved as successful as ex- 
“ pected, as it was. found that though there was ample 
“ percolation into the channel and its end was close up to 
“ the waveline, in fact dangerously so, the beach was so 
“ impregnated with fresh water that the density of the 
“ supply after the monsoon was below that of salt water. 
“ It is anticipated, however, that in the dry weather when 
“ salt manufacture is at its full the channel will supply 
“ brine of fair strength.” 

402. The expenditure on ferries amounted toRs. 2,975, 

Ferries viz. Rs. 1,727 on the usual maintenance 

6 1 and Rs. 1,248 on original works against 

Rs. 6,165 in the year 1063. 

403. The remaining sum of Rs. 43,570 under the head 
“ miscellaneous ” was expended partly on several works of 
improvement and partly On annually recurring charges, 
such as transmission of stores, contingencies, lighting of 
roads &c.

E. INSTRUCTION. 


Educational Department. 

418. High School and College. ' During the year un- 
m * ^ er report three teachers died, two of the 

18,1180 ‘ ' High School and one of the Preparatory 

School. All three -were old and faithful servants, and did 
their work intelligently and conscientiously. 

419. The following table compares 
institSn ° £ the ^ ie strength of the three departments 
1 of the institution during the last two 


There was thus a decrease in every department. It 
is more marked in the College, which for many years past 
showed a continuous record of increase. Dr, Harvey says 
that the cause of this falling-off is to some extent gratify¬ 
ing. The success attained by the College in the last B. A. 
Examination “ drained the ciass to a larger extent than 
" usual of the batch of failures that ordinarily go a good 
“ way towards .filling the benches a second year. ” The 
decrease is also due to some extent to the fact that students 
who had no taste for Chemistry or Philosophy, the only op¬ 
tional subjects taught in the College fortlie.B. A. degree, pro¬ 
ceeded to other Colleges that offered a larger number of 
alternative courses. The proposed establishment of a 
Mathematics Class will, it is hoped, render such desertion 
unnecessary. Mr. Ross, the late Principal of the College, 
has been asked to select a Professor for this branch of 
knowledge. Fewer students from Tinnevelly joined the 
College in the year under report, probably owing to the 
great facilities that exist for the prosecution of their stu¬ 
dies nearer home. As this cause null be a permanent one, 
the College will, in future, have^to draw its students.more 
and more exclusively from the State itself. 
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The diminution in the numbers of the High and Pre¬ 
paratory Schools does not arise from any falling-off in tho 
efficiency of teaching, but is attributed to the opening of 
three new private schools in the town, and to the fact that 
those already in existence have begun to .teach to a higher 
standard. Dr. Harvey says :—“ Were wo less exacting in 
“ the conditions of promotion and admission, we could 
“ considerably increaso our numbers. I lmvo had to refuse 
“ admission to several wlio sought it, simply because they 
“ would not take their places in tho classes for •which we 
“ had found them fit. I find from a perusal of the reports 
“ of other colleges that a similar decrease has had to be 
“ noted this year in these institutions, and is ascribed to 
“ the same causes as operate here. Of course, it is not for 
“ us, who are in great measure exempt from the temp- 
“ tation of admitting boys to classes for which they are 
“ conspicuously unfit, to wax very wroth with those Head 
“ Masters of private schools who are strongly tempted to 
“ do this. But, yielding to the temptation is still, though 
“ excuses maybe made for it, bad for all concerned. It will 
“ in the long run he found, I am sure, prejudicial to the 
“ interests of the Head Masters, who are weak enough to 
“ yield to it. It does an injustice.to the teachers who are 
“ expected to secure a pass for those placed under their 
“ charge, and, lastly, it. inflicts a more serious wrong on 
“ the boys, who are thus permitted to gratify their vanity 
“ to their own grievous hurt. Besides, such, indiscriminate 
“ admissions tell fatally on the discipline and, wholo 
“ moral tone of the schools concerned. Tho hoys come to 
“ look upon themselves as the masters, and upon the mas- 
“ ters as their very obedient servants, in whose hearts 
“ they know a flutter will be caused by every hinted threat 
“ of leaving the school. T hope that in these remarks I 
“ shall not lay myself open to the charge of unworthy jea- 
“ lousy of the success of tho many local private institutions 
“ that have be.en multiplying around us. fu Homo ways 
“ their existence is a gratifying fact. It shows, at any 
“ rate, that some young men, instead of hanging on to the 
“ skirts of Government and waiting idly till some post 
" however humble is conferred upon them, are learning to 
“ strike out an independent path for themselves, and gain 
,r an honest and honorable living by their own independent 
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“ efforts. They are making a laudable use of the know- 
“ ledge they have acquired in the only way, in many cases, 

“ now open to them; but I may be permitted to wish that 
“ they should carry with them a deeper sense of the value 
“ of the training they themselves received, when they thus 
“ take upon themselves the arduous and honorable task of 
“ training and disciplining others. ” 

420. The average daily attendance was slightly better 

than that of the previous year, having 
tcnciancif 0 llt " r > sen from 894) to 90'7 in the year 
under report. The highest percentage 
of attendance viz. 91 -14 was attained in the High School. 
The College and the Preparatory School also showed a 
slight improvement in this direction. 

421. The institution did well in the University exami- 

. nations of the year, and in every case 
voraity'oxamimiticiiis.' the results obtained compare most fa¬ 
vorably with those of other institutions, 
connected with the University. 75 candidates from the 
High School appeared for the Matriculation examination, 
of whom 43 or 57^- per cent passed. Two were, placed in 
the first class. 

Dr. Harvey compares the results of the High Schools 
directly under His Highness’ Government with those of 
other institutions whose examination centre was 'Trivan¬ 
drum. He says :—“ For this examination 314 candidates 
“ were registered and 307 appeared and were examined. 
“ Of this large number only 27'7 per cent passed. But 
“ when the results are further analyzed we find that the 
“ percentage of those who passed from His Highness’ 
“ High School here and at Kottar and Alleppey was al-28; 
“’whilst; of those who passed from private schools or 
“ schools unconnected with Government, thp percentage 
“ was pnly 14'0(5. In the case of candidates who attended 
“no school, the result was even worse. Of the 58 who 
“ described themselves as such, only 3 or 5-17 per cent 
“ passed. Of 1,908 private candidates who appeared in 
“ thfe Presidency, only 180 or 9'4 passed. I think I may 
■“ say that a considerable number of those wlio appeared 
“ did so, though they themselves had not the slightest 



“ hope of passing. Their sole aim in appearing was to be 
“ able to say they bad appeared. It may seem strange, 
“ but I believe it to be true, that to be a failed Matriculate 
“ or a failed .F. A. is considered a sort of left-handed 
“ honor, and giving a sort of claim to a post which the 
“ applicant would not otherwise possess. Acting on this 
“ principle, some candidates of au aspiring turn apparently 
“ sit down to answer their paper in such a way as to esta- 
“ Wish this rather peculiar and easily-attained honour 
“ and claim. They say to themselves it is not difficult to ■ 
“ appear, neither is it difficult to fail, and they succeed in 
“ doing both for the small sum of twelve rupees.” 

53 candidates appeared for the First Examination in 
Arts, of whom 22 or 41$ per cent passed, 3 m the first 
class. But the most successful results of this year were 
attained in the B. A. Examination, thus completely revers¬ 
ing the experience of the preceding year. Of the 44 who 
appeared for the Language Branch, 37 or 84 per cent 
passed, 1 in the first, 30 in the second and six in the third 
class. 42 candidates were presented for the Optional 
Branch, 20 for Science and 16 for Philosophy. Of the 
'Philosophy candidates six passed, all in the 3rd class. Of 
the Science candidates 19 passed, one in the first class, 
eleven in the second and seven in the third. The per¬ 
centage of passes in the Optional Branch was 59. One of 
the candidates took the second place in the Presidency in 
the Language Branch, and in the Science Branch one took- 
the third place, the first that has taken a first class in the 
optional subject since the present arrangement for the 
examination was introduced. Baja Itaja Vurma.,a member 
of one of the houses allied to the .Royal Family/Vucceeded 
in taking his B. A. degree this year. Ho intends prose¬ 
cuting his studies for the M. A. degree in Sanskrit and 
Philology. • 

422. This class, too, did much better this year. Four 
Law Class. out °* P as sed ^ 10 B. L. examination, 

two passed the Pleader’s Certificate-Exa¬ 
mination, First Grade, an examination which Dr. Ormsby 
reports is very nearly of the same standard as the B.,L., 
and was of special severity this year. The numbers in fvhe 
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class were larger titan they have been for many years. 
At the end of the year under report there were 28 on the 
rolls. Dr. Ormsby reports that the average attendance on 
the whole was regular and the students attentive. The 
class prize of Rs. 30 was awarded to R. Viravaghava Aiyen- 
gar B. A., who three times headed the list in the class exa¬ 
minations on the subjects for the B. L. course. 

423. r J£lie income from fees amounted to Rs. 14,272-21-,, 

. as compared with Rs. 14,150-18-,, in 

Foosroaizec. 1063. The increase was only Rs. 

122-3-,,. Considering that the fees were raised, there 
should have been a larger income from this source, but 
that the number of students fell off. There are so many 
other institutions levying smaller fees than the High School 
and College that poorer people have of necessity to resort 
to them. 


424. The total expenditure on the central institution, 

exclusive of buildings, furniture and 
Co3tl repairs amounted to Rs. 42,502-16-3 

against Rs. 41,065-2-1 in the previous year. 

There was thus an increase of Rs. 1,437-14-2, due 
entirely to increase in the salaries of the teaching staff. 
33 - 5 per cent of the expenditure was recovered by the fees. 
The cost to Government was Rs. 28,229-23-3. Taking- 
792 as the average strength, each pupil cost the State 
Rs. 35-chs. 18 against Rs. SO-chs. 2 in 1063. 

425. The Cullen Prize for the previous year was

His Highness the Elliah Rajah sent a gift of hooks 
for prizes, and His Highness the 2nd Prince offered two 
prizes of 10 Rs. each to be given to the best students in 
Philosophy and Sanskrit in the Senior B. A. class. The 
Valia Koil Thumburan presented a Sanskrit poem of his 
own to each of the Sanskrit students of the B. A. and P. A. 
classes, and' the Mplayali Sabha, three prizes for Malayalam, 



426. 1,500 volumes Avere taken out by the students as 
against 1,020 in 1063.

427. Tho Principal has the pleasure to record the esta¬ 
blishment of a small endo wment and the 
Kmv endowments. 3 . ece ipt of a gift of books for tlie Library. 
Tho former is intended to be a memorial of Bulapani 
Variar, an old Malayalam Pandit of the College, and the 
latter of SAvaminatlia Desikar, a Tamil Pandit avIio died 
about five years ago.

The Gymnastic instructor attached to the College 
Avas sent to Madras to undergo 6 months’ regular training 
under the auspices of the Physical Training and Field 
Games Association there. LaAvn tennis is still being 
pursued, hut not Avith the vigour of previous years. The 
DoAvan, the Principal and Messrs. Read, A. Govinda 
Pillay, V. Nagam Iyer, and T .R. Padmanabha Roav offered 
prizes for the last lawn tennis tournament. It has been 
resolved to send tAvo students to take part in the annual 
competition for His Highness the Malm Rajah’s LaAvn 
tennis trophy to be held under the auspices of the Madras 
Physical Training and Field Games’ Association. 
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430. His Highness’ Government are glad to observe 
that the High School and College are continuing to do ex¬ 
cellent work. 


431. JUnglish District Schools. During the greater 
part of the year under report Mr. Duthie, the Superinten- 
. dent of the English. District Schools, was absent on for- 
lough to Europe, and the department was.under the direct 
charge of Dr. Harvey, the Director' of English Education. 


432. 

Teaching start'. 


The total number of teachers on the establish¬ 
ment is 113 as against 102 in 1062, two 
additional assistants having been ap¬ 
pointed for each of the schools at Alleppey and Ambala- 
pulay and one for each of the schools at Qhilon, Aripaud, 
Neyyattinkaray, Thiruvellali, Cliauganacherry, Yycome 
and Kottarakaray. 


433. The number of schools remained the same as in 
. . the previous year, viz. 22. The Superin- 
um ei o so ioo s. ^ enc | en ^ re p 0 r fc s that the school at Yycome 
continues to maintain the improvement noted in the report 
for 1063, its numbers having risen from 91 to 124 in the 
year under report. 


434. The number of pupils on the registers of the 22 
Government schools rose from 2,583 in 
Strength. 1063 to 2) 805 in the year under report. 

15 schools show an increase, 0 a decrease and 1 remained 
stationary. The increase was greatest in Quilon, Neyyatin- 
karay, Yycome, Mavelikaray, Changanacherry, Amhala- 
pulay and Paravoor. In the High School at ICottar, which 
showed a marked falling-off the previous year, there was 
an increase of 14 over the numbers in 1063. 


The greatest decline was in Alleppey, Tackalay, and 
Shenkottali. The fall in numbers at Alleppey is attributed 
by the Superintendent to the fluctuation of the attendance 
in the lowest class, and at Shenkottali to the continued 
prevalence of cholera in the district during the latter part 
of the year under report. The school at Alwaye, which 
was stated in the report for 1063 to have been the worst 



attended was the last on the list tliis year also in point of 
numbers. But tlie Superintendent notes with satisfaction 
that its condition has somewhat improved since the pre¬ 
vious year. There was an addition of 7 pupils on the re¬ 
gister, and Mr. Duthie recommends that the removal of 
the school to Edapally as suggested in last year’s report 
had better be deferred for the present. 

The paucity of attendance in the school is stated to bo 
due to the poverty of the people, who are consequently 
unable to pay for the schooling of their children, as well as 
to the fact that the majority of them belong to the Maho- 
medan community, who do not yet seem to sufficiently ap¬ 
preciate the benefits of education. 

The school at Bhoothapandy is reported to be in a 
much better condition now than before. Last year there 
were 34 pupils on the rolls. There has since been an ad¬ 
dition of 10 to the number. 

There was a slight falling-off in the Special School at 
Mavelikaray, the number of pupils having fallen to 29. 
This decrease by 2 is likely to be only temporary, as the 
Head Master reports that the two pupils, whose names have 
been removed, are expected to return to the school, one 
having had to leave on account of illness, and the other on 
account of bis mother’s death, which necessitated his ab¬ 
sence for a year. There are at present four of the sisters 
of the Kajahs and Koil Tampurans attending the school, 
and they are reported to he making commendable progress. 
Two of them especially are able to read their lesson books 
with accuracy and distinctness, and hold a good place in 
their class.

It was greatest 
oSistW US 505 60i amongst Christians and Malayalee 
Mahomedan* Vj 24 Sudras. It is gratifying to observe 
an improvement, however slight, in 
the number of Mahomedans in the schools?. 


440. From the beginning of the year under report, 
, higher rates of fees were levied in all 

ees rea ire . the District schools. Considering that 

the last increase took place 4| years previously, a’slight 
enhancement of the rates was found necessary. In the six 
largest schools, viz. those at Kottar, Alleppey, Quilon, 
Paravoor, Mavelikaray and Tackalay, a somewhat higher 
scale was charged than in the other schools—an arrange¬ 
ment which it was thought advisable to make in favour of 
the latter before eventually equalizing the rates in all the 
schools of the department. This enhanced scale, and the 
addition to the numbers under instruction account for the 
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great increase in the income derived from fees, which 
amounted this year to Rs. 16,342-chs. 4-c. 4 against Rs. 
10,041-ch. 1-c. 12 in 1063. A part of this additional in¬ 
come was utilised by His Highness’ Government in en¬ 
hancing the salaries of the teachers, and providing maps 
and other school requisites. The lowest salary now given 
to those entering the department is Its. 10 instead of Rs. 8' 
as before. It is hoped that the higher rates of salaries 
now offered will attract men of better attainments and 
greater efficiency to the department. 

441. Excluding buildings, repairs, furniture and grants- 

_ in-aid, the expenditure on the schools 

<.\penci uio. amounted to Its. 30,132-chs. 18 as com¬ 

pared with Rs. 27,083-clis. 14-c. IS in 1063. The increase 
ofRs. 3,049-cbs. 3-c. 1 is duo to the increase in the salaries 
of the establishment referred to in the previous para. 
Deducting from the total cost the fees realized (Rs. 16,342 
chs. 4-c. 4 ), the net cost to Government was Its. 13,790 
chs. 13-c. 12 as compared with Rs. 17,042-chs. 13-c. 3, 
thus showing a difference in the light direction of Its. 3,251 
chs. 27.-C. 7. The cost to Government for tho education 
of each pupil was Rs. 5-clis. G-c. 7 as compared with 
Rs. 6-chs. 20-o. 12 in 1063, Its. 7-chs.-12-c. 1 in 1062 
and Rs. 8-chs. 18-c. 10 in 1061. Thus there has been a 
steady diminution in the charge to Government. 

442. In January 1889 the District school at Quilou 

* was raised to the status of a High 
Hig i feo ioo a. School. It was resolved to retain the 
present Head Master with an increase of salary, in con¬ 
sideration of his long connection with the department and 
a science graduate was appointed to assist him in the work 
of the higher classes. The Matriculation class contains 12 
pupils and is reported as being a fairly promising one. 
A marked improvement is noted in the attendance since 
the standard of the school was raised, and it is gratifying 
to observe that the people appreciate the policy of Govern¬ 
ment in thus providing higher education for their children 
and placing it within easy reach. There are now three High 
Schools in the District School establishment. ' Both the 
High Schools at Alleppey and Kottar sent up 17 pupils for 
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the Matriculation examination in the year under report. 
Of this number, 9 passed from the former school and 5 
from the latter.. 


443. The annual comparative examination, was held 
•with creditable results on the whole. 
e iZulr Pal ' atlV<! It™- found necessary to add Thiru- 
vellah to the list of examination centres. 
Nearly a hundred more pupils were examined than in the 
previous year. 


444. Since his return to duty Mr. Duthie visited and 

inspected all the schools on the esta- 
lnspection. blisliment before the close of the year. 

445. Since the occupation of the new buildings pro¬ 

vided for the schools at Aripaud and 
Buildings. Neyattinkaray their condition has im¬ 

proved considerably. Additional space and comfort have 
attracted greater numbers. Steps were taken during the 
year to provide bettor accommodation for the pupils attend¬ 
ing the school at 'Vycome by the addition of a temporary 
building. Owing to tlio inconvenience caused to masters 
and pupils during wet weather through the open and ex¬ 
posed condition of the present buildings, the erection of a 
substantial school-house is under consideration. A tempo¬ 
rary shell was added to the school-house at Ohunganacherry, 
but this is found inadequate. With a view to permanently 
enlarge the building, steps are being taken to assume 
some of the land adjoining the school. An additional 
building for Alleppey rendered necessary by the large in¬ 
crease in the numbers is under construction. 

A strange.fatality seems to pursue the Takalay school. 
Since its removal to the Fort at Palpauabapuram the school 
has again had the misfortune of being burned down. It 
is at present held in a building adjoining the Division 
Cutcherry which is far from suitable, being small and ill- 
ventilated. It is proposed to. provide a new building, but 
a suitable site is not yet made available. ' 


446. With regard to the gymnasia in the High Schools, 
the Superintendent regrets to have to . 
Physical training. report that only a small, proportion of 
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the pupils attend them -with any degree of regularity, and 
even in their case some pressure seems to be necessary to 
induce them to avail themselves of physical instruction. 
Such a result is disappointing, but is, perhaps, hardly to 
be wondered at, considering that gymnastic exercises have 
only been recently introduced. It is hoped that, under the 
influence of the masters, the boys will take kindly to the 
physical training offered them. 

447. In the Port High School the numbers on the re¬ 

gister fell from 180 to 170. The Head 

.Aided seiionis. Master states that this is duo to the 
opening of another institution in close proximity to this 
school. Thirteen boys appeared for the Matriculation, of 
whom only two passed—a result which, is far from satis¬ 
factory. 

The Town High School, the withdrawal of whoso grant 
was referred to in the report for the last year, is now re¬ 
ported to be properly conducted and it is intended to re¬ 
new the grant from the beginning of 1065. 

The Convent Girls’ School at Quilon was well con¬ 
ducted. There was a slight decrease in the attendance 
owing to some of the senior girls having left school. The 
Superintendent reports that the pupils are mostly de¬ 
ficient in Arithmetic, especially in the lower classes. 
Drawing is taught in the school. No pupils were sent up 
for any Government examination owing to an out-break of 
cholera and small-pox in the town, which seriously inter¬ 
rupted the work of the school. 

The girls’ school in tho Port at Trevandrum under the 
superintendence of Miss Blandforcl continued to receive 
the grant of 72 Es. from Government and the free use of 
a building for the school-house. 

448. A statement showing the number of schools in 
the State, Government, Aided and Private with the number 
of pupils under tuition, will be found in the appendix. 

449. The Superintendent regrets to have to record the 
dismissal of one of the teachers in the Qnilon High School, 
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named S. Neelacunda lyen, for the very serious offence of 
forgery and cheating. This man was appointed on his 
producing his Matriculation certificate which was subse¬ 
quently proved to have belonged to another teacher of the 
same name but different initials, and which the former had 
altered to suit his purposes. He was tried at the Sessions 
and was sentenced to a fine of Rs. 100 and seven months’ 
imprisonment. 


450. The Superintendent reports very favorably of the 
teachers as a body. “ In the case of some,” he says, “ while 

there is no want of faithfulness there is a lack of system as 
“ well as of skill which renders their work less' productive 
“ than it would otherwise be.” Every year, however, their 
proficiency is stated to be improving. 

451. Government are glad to observe that the District 
Schools are doing good work, and that steady progress is 
being made. 


452. English Girls’ School , Trivandrum. The number 
of pupils on the rolls of the institution 
att”Sajmoe d aTer " an< ^ die admissions and withdrawals du¬ 
ring the year a.re shewn in the sub¬ 
joined statement:— 
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There were thus at the end of the year under report 
two pupils less in the senior school and five more in the 
junior than at the beginning. 6 out of the 77 pupils on 
the rolls were free scholars. There were, besides, 2 such 
pupils, one attending the drawing class and the other both

the drawing and the music class. The average atten¬ 
dance was 85-8 in the senior and 78'2 in the junior depart¬ 
ment against 93-2 and 81-3 respectively in 1063. 

453. During the year under report eight girls appeared 

for the Higher Examination for Women, 
nations'* 8 ° f exilnn ' of whom seven passed, three in the first 
class; five girls presented themselves 
for tlio Middle S“clioo'l Examination and four wore success¬ 
ful, one having been placed in the first class ; and in the 
Special Upper Primary Examination three girls passed, out 
of six that appeared, all taking the first, class. These re-" 
salts are very satisfactory. 

454. The Lady Superintendent reports that the Infant 

T . x , , school underwent the same course of 

instruction as m previous years, and 
that the pupils acquitted themselves well at the oral exami¬ 
nations held during the year. Miss Donnelly notes with 
satisfaction that the pupils of this branch of the institution 
avail themselves with profit of the use of the school lending 
library. 

455. There were 13 pupils in the drawing class. Be- 

. sides the regular instruction imparted 

rawmg c ass. twice a week by the school artist to the 
drawing class proper, the whole school 2 >ractise elementary 
pencil drawing under the Lady Superintendent’s immediate 
supervision, with a view to train the hand and eye in such 
a practical way as to fit them, if need be, for subsequent 
instruction. 

The annual prizes amounting to Rs. 30 given by His 
Highness the Malm Rajah to this class were divided into 
fonr prizes of the value of Rs, 9, 9, 7 and 5 respectively. 
The first prize was awarded for a painting in oils of two 
figures representing the teacher and the pupil in Hindu 
life. The next prize of the same value was given for a 
painting, also in oils, of the maize-plant, in flower and seed. 
The third prize was for a drawing in sepia of a group of 
silver vessels, and the fourth for a drawing in crayons of 
a Burmese lamp. 
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456. Fourteen pupils attended the music class during 

. ' _' the year under report. All the senior 

ste.' 1S1 ° aUfI Gymlia " pupils practised vocal music regularly 

twice a week throughout the year; and 
the junior school had lessons in action songs and gymna¬ 
stic instruction with wands to the accompaniment of music. 
His Highness the Maha Rajah gave two prizes of 8 and 7 Rs. 
to two gilds in the senior music class, one for music 
and the other for singing. Miss Donnelly notes with re¬ 
gret a great dis-inolination on the part of the grown-up 
girls preparing for examinations, to engage in out-door 
games and exercise. 

457. Both plain sewing and fancy work of various des- 

Noedle woi-k criptions were taught in the school du¬ 

ring the year. In addition to the usual 

week day sewing classes, special classes were held on 
Saturdays when the Lady Superintendent taught the elder 
girls to cut out by pattern and measurement garments for 
their own wear. 9 out of a class of 20 girls took up 
needle-work as an optional branch for the year’s U. 0. S. 
examinations, and all were successful. The work done by 
the pupils was exhibited for sale at the last annual distri¬ 
bution of prizes, and with the proceeds realized Miss 
Donnelly lias purchased a chemical apparatus for the 
Science class and music for the school, and continues tlio 
annual subscription for the monthly periodicals taken in 
for the school. 

' 458. The school has done very well indeed during the 


459. The total cost of- the school was Rs. 5,136 ol 1 

Coat which Rs. 744 were recovered in fees. 

08 ' The cost to Government per pupil was 

Rs. 57-eli. 1 per annum, as compared with Rs. 58-chs. 4 
in 1063. 

460. Vernacular Schools. The Director reports that 

notwithstanding the prevalence of cho- 
. rogre “‘ . lera, fever and small-pox in most of the 

districts for some months, the year under report was one 
of progress. 
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461. The; following' table compares the number and 
strength of the Vernacular schools 
Number of aciioo s. (Government and aided) - during the 
years 1063 and 1064:—

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At the beginning of 1064 there were 917 schools on 
the whole—227 Government and 690 Aided, but during 
the year the number rose to 979 showing an increase of 62 
schools with 2,230 pupils. No additional Government 
school was established during the year; the increase there¬ 
fore was entirely in the aided schools. New grants-in-aid 
were given to 66 schools—36 under native and 30 under 
Mission management; 4 native aided schools were closed 
in the course of the year owing to a falling-off in the 
strength. 

Individually considered, the Government schools show 
a decrease of 467 pupils and the Mission aided schools an 
increase of 30 schools with. 57 pupils, while the Indigenous 
schools, which fell off considerably in tlio previous year, 
have, it is gratifying to note, gained in strength by 32 
schools and 2,640 pupils. 

The Director attributes the diminution in the strength 
of the Government schools to their-having had to bo closed 
for some months of the yoar.

It will be observed from the above returns that there 
has been an increase in the number of Christians, Pandy 
Sudras, Elavers, Parayers and Pulayers and a slight falling 
off in Yadars, Kuravers, other Hindus and Mahomedans. 
60-3 per cent of the pupils are Hindus, 34-6 per cent 
Christians and 2-1 per cent Mahomedans.' The lower 
classes are 2 - 8 per cent of the whole. 

463. There were 9,254 girls under instruction or a 

little over 19 per cent of the entire 
Proportion of girls. s t, re ngth, the same proportion as exist¬ 
ed in the previous year. Of this number, 2,640 were taught 
in separate girls’ schools and 664 in mixed schools. 
There was an increase of 25 in the number of Mahomedan 
girls under tuition. The proportion of girls to boys is 
largest among -Christians and smallest among Mahomedans.

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There were 752 schools receiving in the aggregate 
a grant of Rs. 27,429-4-3 or an average of Rs. 36-chs 13 
each per annum. 462 aided schools were under the ma¬ 
nagement of missionaries and 290 were under native ma¬ 
nagement. 

466. The Director reports that the progress made in 
tl;e grant-in-aid schools is on the whole satisfactory. 

467. There were 1,342 pupils belonging to the lowest 
classes under tuition in the aided schools during the year. 
This shows that the humbler classes are trying to avail 
themselves of the advantages offered them in the way of 
educating their children. 


468. The following statement classi¬ 
fies the schools in regard to the 
standard of instruction imparted in 



An analysis of the above statement shows that there are 
2 Normal schools opened by Government, one for males 
and the other for females, 53 schools belonging to the 
Higher Grade, all Government institutions, 60 to the 
Middle grade (of which 23 are Government, 33 Mission 
aided and 4 native aided) and 1,178 to the Lower grade 
consisting of 149 Government, 429 Mission aided, 286 
Native aided *and 314 indigenous schools under inspection 
but without grants. There are 45 separate schools for girls, 
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one tlie Formal school, 17 of the middle and 27 of the 
lower grade. 

469. The Director reports that in the Female Normal 

school at Trey an drum there are now 

Female Normal 59 p U pii s i n the Normal and 111 in the 

90100 ' Practising Branch.. At present Mala- 

layalam and English are the only languages taught in the 
Normal classes, but it is proposed to teach English to the 
higher class in the course of the next year. The course of 
instruction embraces Malayalam Poetry, Prose and Compo¬ 
sition, Mathematics, History, Geography and the elements 
of Hygiene, Physics and ’Music. The students were exa¬ 
mined in Madom last in some of the above subjects and 
showed satisfactory progress. The institution is now con¬ 
ducted by native male teachers, four of whom are gradu¬ 
ates of the Madras University. 

470. The Normal school at Kottar is reported to have 

done fairly well during the year. At 
Kottiw.-” al Soh ° 01 at the last Teachers’ examination 16 out of 

0 20 candidates were successful; of these 

8 were placed in the first class. 

471. The number of Inspectors remained the same as 

in the previous year, viz. 34, and the in- 

Inspeetvon. spection work done was on the whole 

satisfactory. The Director inspected most of the import¬ 
ant schools in the Taluqs of Agasteeswaram, Eraneel, 
Oulcoolum, Velavencode, Neyattinkaray, Trevandrum, 
Nedoovengaud, Sheraingeel, Quilon and Shencottah. 

472. The following statement compares the receipts

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The cost per pupil in the Government schools was 
Bs. 2-11-8, in the Aided schools Rs. „-22-4, and in both 
classes of schools taken together Be 1-19-9, which is less 
than that for the previous year. 

473. The Vornaoular Education Department is doing- 
good work, and it is hoped that as years advance educa¬ 
tion will bo more widely diffused amongst the masses. 

474. A list of Vernacular schools in the State—Govern¬ 
ment, Aided and Private—with t-li.e pupils under instruction 
will, be found in the appendix. 

475. The Medical School. The ten students who com¬ 
pleted their last year’s course passed during the year 
under report. Vo new class was formed during the year, 
pending the decision of His Highness’ Government as to 
the continuance of the school. 

476. The Victoria Hospital and Medical school for 
women is noticed under the head of Medical Services, vide 
para 525 of this report. 

477. Industrial School of Arts. As stated in the re¬ 
port for 1063, K. Narayana Iyer :b. a. was sent to Madras 
to study the working of the School of Arts there. He re¬ 
turned towards the middle of the year under report and 
was appointed Superintendent of the Industrial School. 
The services of three trained men via. a designer and two 
potters from the Madras School of Arts were secured, and 
a new building was made available for the School. The 
institution was in full working order during the last five 
months of the year. 

478. Its work may be classified under two beads—(a) 
the art branch and (b) the industrial branch. 

479. Thirty apprentices were admitted towards the close 

4rt brimdi of the year to be trained in the school. 

They were carefully selected from among 
those possessed of some education and taste for the arts. 
They are in the beginning taught free-hand drawing, 
model-drawing, practical geometry, modelling, designing 
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&c. arid are in addition set to practise, during a portion 
of the day, the several branches of industry carried on in 
the institution. A drawing class has also been arranged 
to be opened for outside pupils. 


480. Tho following branches of industry are pursued in 
Industrial tmmdi ^he SC ^ L00 ^ at> present, some of them only to 
'i a small extent: 

1. Lacquer work. 

2 . ' Kuft-gari work. 

3. Carving on wood, ivory, horn, 

cocoanut shell &e. 

4. Pottery and porcelain manufacture.

481. A few wall brackets and card trays 
,vere made as specimens during the year. 


482. The work turned out in this branch consisted of five 
trays and one stick, the whole valued at 
Rs. 222-ehs. 11-e. 11. A copper tray 
was also done in repousse work and plated with silver.

483. Prior to its re-organization, the sole industry carried 
. on in the school was carving on wood, 

‘ UVJI1!5 ' cocoanut shell and ivory. The native 

workmen of Travaucore have been from time immemorial 
famous for their skill in carving, and to encourage the art 
a separate department was organised in 1048 and located 
ina part of the Huznr Cutcherry. The following is a 
statement of the work turned out in this branch for the 
past 9 years :—

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484. Of the total amount for 1064, the value of arti¬ 
cles manufactured during the first 8 months of the year 
is stated to be Rs. 523-ch. 0-c. 1, while that of the articles 
turned out. during the last 4 months, after the re-organi¬ 
zation of the school, is Rs. 1,666-chs. 14-c. ll. Consider¬ 
ing that there was no increase in the establishment of. the 
carving branch, the work done in the latter part of the 
year is very satisfactory. The Superintendent reports 
that the quality of the work has also been greatly improved 
by the introduction of good old Indian designs. The 
workmen are taught the excellence of these designs in 
decorative art. Arrangements have been made to have all 
the elegant designs in the Pagodas of the State sketched 
and collected. The Superintendent says that some of 
these designs are charming and, when properly used, tend 
to diminish the wastage of material in carving articles 
from them. 

485. Inlaying ivory on wood, horn etc. has also been 
introduced and thus a large quantity of chips of ivory 
hithertorejectedas useless isnowutilized. These chips, which 
are the wastage in carving blocks of ivory, were not hither¬ 
to taken into account, and their value in proportion to 
their weight was charged to the articles made from the 
ivory of which they formed the part. The introduction of 
inlaying has thus caused a reduction in the price of ivory 
carvings generally. 


486. The usual statement regarding the manufacture 
and sale of ivory articles in 1064 is given below:— 
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. 487. This branch of industry was in an experimental 
stage during the year under report. 
P °iiwnufaofura? r0e:ara Different sorts of clay, stone &o. were 
collected from vai’ious parts of the 
country and experiments made to ascertain their fitness 
for the manufacture of superior pottery and porcelain. The 
experiments are reported to have been successful. Good 
kaolin has also been found in and near Trevandrum. 
Several experiments were made for compositions of white 
and coloured ware. The white ware was found to be 
exquisitely pure in colour and fit for superior ceramic art. 
The coloui'ed material, besides being fit for ornamental and 
useful pottery, is reported to be specially adapted for en- 
caustic'tiles. 

Several elegant models in clay for table-ornaments, 
paper weights, ornamental flower-vases &c. were made and 
moulds taken of them. 

' The necessary machinery for the manufacture of 
pottery has been ordered and it is hoped that this branch 
of industry, the materials for which are proved to he 
abundant in the country, will, develop itself and supply the 
large demand for various sorts of useful household ware. 

488. His Highness the Maha Rajah’s Government have 

sanctioned an annual expenditure of 

08 ' 15,000 Rs. for the maintenance of the 

institution; but, as only the Superintendent and the three 
trained workmen previously referred to were appointed 
during the year, the cost of the full establishment will find 
a place in the report for the current year. 

With a view to improve and develop the established 
industries in the country, the Division Peischcars have been 
authorized to spend 1,000 Rs. each per annum in inducing 
the best workmen within their jurisdiction to turn out really 
artistic work, which is purchased and sent to the Industrial 
School for exhibition and sale. Soveral excellent silver 
and brass vessels and articles of furniture were received 
in the school and sold. 

489. The Industrial School at Alleppey started by 
Messrs. Caruppaswamy Pillav & Bros, was taken over by 
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the Bishop of Cochin about the end of the year tinder re¬ 
port. Tlie different industries are pursued and the grant 
of 50 JRs. a month from Government is being continued. 

490. Public Lectures. During the year under report,

Museum and tlio Zoological dopart- 
Atklitions to the men f, p e found in the appendix, 
collection Of objec B. g ome ,' 0 f them were purchased and 
others presented by private contributors. His Highness’ 
Government presented to the Museum a largo and valu¬ 
able collection of Heads and Horns of the Indian and 
Thibetan Ituminantia which had been purchased from Mr. 
R. A.. Sterndale for Rs. 6,000. 

A number of animals have been purchased from the 
Manager, Victoria Natural History Institute, Bombay, and 
are expected shortly. 'Efforts were made to increase and 
improve the present Zoological collection by purchase 
from, or exchange with, other Zoological Societies and 
Gardens in India. 

Mr. II. S. Ferguson who, as stated in the report for 
the previous year, kindly tmdertook the collection and ar¬ 
rangement of insects &e. for the Museum is reported to 
have done a good deal of that work. Under his supervi¬ 
sion, tho taxidermist attached to t-lio institution set up 
several skeletons of beasts and birds. These specimens 
will, it is hoped, add greatly to the value and importance 
of the collection in tho Museum. 

498. It. Slumgaranarayana Pillay, the taxidermist of 
the Museum, was sent by tho Committee to Madras to im¬ 
prove his knowledge of taxidermy under the Superinten¬ 
dent of the Government Central Museum. He also had 
lessons in the arts of modelling, moulding and casting in 
the School of Arts there. 


499. Tho Trustees of the British Indian Museum, Cal¬ 
cutta, sent a taxidermist to this ‘Museum to teach taxi¬ 
dermy and to make a collection, for their institution, of 
specimens of birds indigenous and peculiar to Travancovo. 
Himself and tho local taxidermist travelled in the districts 
and collected some specimens.

56 Astronomical observations were made in the course

daily signals of time for the noon day gun. 


Tho usual number of observations was made, re¬ 
duced, tabulated and added to the 
Mngnotical, records of the Observatory. 


As in the preceding year, 11,232 observationsWore 
made, reduced and furnished to tho 
Moteovoiogicu ■ Ipuzur Office, the Telegraph Department 
and tho Chief Engineer. 

504. Under a requisition from the Meteorological Be- 
MainfidL porter to tho Government of India, weekly 

Trivandrum. telegrams, giving the rain-fall in the five 

Quilon. stations noted in the margin, were 

Oottaynm. despatched during the last monsoon and 

AguRtcoawarcm, continued throughout the year. 

There was a considerable decrease in the fall of rain 
during the year, which is attributed to the marked va¬ 
riations in the frequency of wind, in the atmospheric 
pressure and in the humidity during the south-west mon- 
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soon period. Tire mean rain-fall for the year throughout 
the State was 83 inches as against 01 of the last year and 
only 8 above that of the average year. Out of 37 stations, 
the rain-fall was found to be above the average in 21. 
On examining the rain-fall for the different seasons, by 
taking as a standard for comparison the only six stations, 
which have determined values, as per chart which •will bo 
found in the appendix, the downpour in the N. hi. monsoon 
was under the average in all places except South Travmv- 
core; in the S. W. monsoon, the fall throughout was scanty, 
being 77 inches below the normal; but in the dry i cried 
there was the most unusual downpour of about 52 inches 
above the average, which ma.de up to a great extent the 
deficiency in the fall during other periods,

F. MEDICAL SERVICE. 


507. On the lGtli October 1888, Brigade Surgeon 
J. M. Houston, -who -was the Durbar 
S0 J eS ,U 18 m ' Physician since 30th August 1875, re¬ 
tired and was succeeded by Surgeon- 
Major II. P. Esmonde-White. The valuable services ren¬ 
dered by the retired officer during- the 14 years he was 
in charge of the department were recognised by His 
Highness’ Government in the following letter addressed 
to him by the Dewan on the eve of his retirement:— 


“ During your tenure of office, not only has the work 
“ of the department expanded very considerably but an 
“ amount of confidence in European treatment has been in- 
“ spired, of which the best test is the continually increas- 
“ ing demand for the opening of new dispensaries and 
“hospitals. You also leave the department with a class 
“ of subordinates who, taken as a whole, have a much su- 
“ perior training to those who were in it when you took 
“ charge, and several of them are men taught under your 
“ direction in the local school.” 


“ In relieving you of your charge, His Highness most 
“ sincerely wishes you a long enjoyment of your well-earn- 
“ od repose and every happiness, a wish in which, I need 
'• hardly assure yon, I heartily join.” . 

508, During- the year under report Mr. Subramany 
Aiyer, a Travancoro Government student, having credit¬ 
ably passed the final examinations in the Medical College 
at " Madras for the degree of M. B. and 0. M. was 
admitted in the service as an Assistant Surgeon. While 
studying medicine Mr. Soobramany Aiyer also took the. 
degree of a Master of Arts of the Madras University. 
T. Y. Veeraragoo Pillay, a passed student of the Madras 
Medical College, was appointed a 1st class Assistant Apo¬ 
thecary. On the other hand, three Apothecaries in the ser¬ 
vice retired on pension. 

509. Hospitals. The 'number of institutions in the 

country has been increased by 3 new 
Their number. dispensaries opened in Colanqherry, 
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Lalurn and Ponalore in the Tiruvellali, Meenachcl and 
Kottarakaray Districts respectively, during'the latter part 
of the year under report.

511. The net result shows an increase of 14,819 pa¬ 
tients in all the hospitals over the number treated in. 1063. 
Of this, 4,1.35 cases were treated in the Fort dispensary 
against 1,375 in 1063 ; the two new dispensaries at Colan- 
chery and Lalum had together 4,386 cases during the four 
months they were open. In the Charity hospital at 
Trivandrum and the Civil hospitals at Alleppey, Alwaye, 
Muvattupulay, Neyattinkaray, Palpanabhapuram and Peer- 
made, the number treated was larger than that iu the pro- 
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vious year. Medical subordinates and native Vytheans, 
sent on special duty, also treated a larger number of cases, 
i ;fc, 5,726 in excess of the previous year. This increase 
is chiefly duo to a severe outbreak of cholera in South 
Travanoore. 

512. Compared with 1063, there is a falling-off in the 
number’ treated in the General hospital at Trivandrum— 
the largest institution in the State—by 1,156 cases. The 
Durbar Physician attributes this to the opening of the Port 
dispensary and to incurable cases being sent away to the 
Charity hospital. In the Mavelikaray, Quilon, Nagercoil 
and Shencotta hospitals, there is a large decrease varying 
between 700 and 900 patients in each. Perhaps, the more 
healthy season in some of these places and the extension 
of sanitary arrangements in others account for the 
difference. 


513. 281 prisoners were treated as compared with 308 
„ , in the previous year. The averago daily 

Oontnil JaU Hrapitul. strGri gi th of the Jail was 445’09 against 
430 in 1063, and the average daily sick 19’C against 21 in 
the preceding year. 8 deaths occurred against 10 in the 
year before. The percentage of deaths to average strength 
was l - 79 against 2'32 in 1063. Of the 8 deaths, one was 
from heart disease, one from cerebral apoplexy, two from 
inflammation of the lungs, two from dysentery, one from 
diarrhoea and one from caries of the spine. The Durbar 
Physician remarks as follows on the condition of the pri¬ 
soners who died:— 


“ Of the two deaths from pneumonia, one was a man 
" of 71 years of age, sentenced to 10 years’ imjn'isonment, 
“ who came into the Jail in bad health. The second was 
“ a man in apparently good health, who was suddenly 
“ attacked and carried off.” 

“ Both the deaths from dysentery occurred in men 
“ apparently in good health at the time of their conviction; 
“ of these, ono had been in hospital 5 months out of the 
« eleven he was in the Jail; his dysentery gave way to a 
“ prolonged attack of diarrhoea, and on this dysentery 
“ again supervened.” . 




“ The death from diarrhoea occurred in a man son- 
tenced to 3 months’ imprisonment of which 2} had been 
“ served; and of this ho was li in the Jail hospital snf- 
« fering from a prolonged attack of fever. Diarrhoea, set 
“ in and canned him off.” 

The convict who died from caries of the spine had. 
been seven months in the hospital and he suffered from 
“ most obscure symptoms which wore diagnosed to depend 
“ on disease of the cervical vertebra: ajiod mortem oxu- 
“ mination showed the accuracy of the diagnosis. Tliis 
“.man was extensively diseased, and bad had one leg 

“ amputated.” 

514. There wore no cases of cholera or small-pox in 
the Jail during the year. There were 9 cases of chicken- 
pox, but no other contagious or infectious diseases. 

515. 53 in-patients ami 4-1 oul-pati- 
in-^fenfe 5 ' H ° B1 ’ ital ents were Seated during the year against, 
48 and 41 respectively in 10(13. 

516. There wore 75 inmates at the beginning of the 

year and 5(1 were admitted during tho 
Lunatic A»y um. year, thus making 131 patients, of whom 
93 were males and 38 females. 

517. 14 of the patients wore discharged cured, 15 re¬ 
lieved and 15 died leaving 87 at tlie close of the year. 
The death-rate was 17'4 per cent on an average daily 
strength of 86 patients, against 14'2 per cent in 1003. In 
noticing this high mortality the Durbar Phycisian makes 
the following observations:— 

“ Of the above, 2 deaths were due to old ago and 
“ debility, one patient having been 17 years in the Asylum, 
‘‘ 4 were duo to general dropsy and one each to carbunclo 
and valvular disease of the heart. The remaining deaths 
< c were due, to dysentery 4, diarrhoea 1 and bronchitis 2. 
<‘ As these latter are the prevailing diseases in the country, 
it can scarcely be said that they were in any way duo to 
■'.residence in the Asylum.” 

518. .Rupees 26 were realized by the labor of lunatics 
against Rs. 137 die, 21 c. 2 in the preceding - year,

519. Tlio usual statements showing the details of the 
number of patients and of the diseases treated in the 
hospitals will be found in the Appendix. 

520. Surgical- operations —There were 890 major and 

. _ minor operations performed in the 
operations!™ General hospital at Trevandrum includ¬ 

ing the Lying-in-hospital, against 477 
in 1068. 10 deaths followed operations. Of these, 8 were 

lying-in cases in which the mothers died from exhaustion 
after delivery. In regard to the 2 other deaths superven¬ 
ing operations, the Durbar Physician remarks that one 
“ was an old fnan with a large elephantoid scrotum weigh- 
“ ing 40 lbs; he was in bad health and was informed of 
“ the great risk, but he stated his life was a burden to him 
“ and ho would take the risk. The tumour was success¬ 
fully removed, but, the man never recovered from the 
“ shock and died 5 hours after * * * * 

“ A second death occurred 16 days after operation from 
“ exhaustion after removal of the tongue for cancer. This 
“ case can scarcely be said to have died from the effects of. 
“ the operation.” 

285 operations were performed successfully in the 
Charity hospital. In the District hospitals,-' the largest 
number of operations performed was 677 in MaValikaray, 
564 in Quilon, 473 in Alleppov, 344 in Kottayam and 335 
in Shert-allay. The smallest number was in Shencottah, 
viz., 55. lii this connection it is satisfactory to note 
Surgeon Major H. P. Esmonde-'White's remarks that 

“ the latest improvements in Antiseptic Surgery have 
“ been introduced and special appliances obtained for the 
“ administration of chloroform, while oether has been sub- 
“ stituted for the latter as a safer anaesthetic. The good 
“ results of these changes are. very visible and people come 
“ for operations from all parts of the country.” 

521. There were 267 post mortem examinations made 

in all the hospitals, 253 being for 
lamination medico-legal reasons and 14 for patho¬ 
logical purposes, against 328 and 13 
respectively in 1063, 





Cholera. 
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PatJir At the close of il>c preceding . 

year 1 lie country was not quite free from 
cholera, and at the beginning of the 
year under report it. prevailed in a sporadic form almost 
throughout Travancoro. Later on, it reached the fishing 
villages on the sen-coast in the south and assuming the 
character of an epidemic of a severe type affected the 
whole of the (Southern Division, causing great loss of life. 
The resources of the Medical department were severely 
taxed, every available member was sent out and tliero wore 
no less than ‘21. medical .subordinates on special duty in 
flu affected district. Assistant Surgeon Popnon m. n. was 
also deputed for medical duty to supervise and direct tho 
operations of the medical subordinates and to chock the 
progress of the disease by the adoption of sanitary and 
other remedial measures. Great credit is duo to this 
officer and IboDewan Pcishcav who co-operated with him 
for their untiling efforts to combat the calamity that over¬ 
took the Division. Private gentlemen also cheerfully lent 
their aid. Among them, tho Durbar Physician specially 
brought to notice tho services of the Rovd. Fr. Martin, who 
personally and at considerable expense administered to bis 
flock in tlio thickly populated fisher village <$f Colachel. 

In regard to the mortality tho Durbar Physician observes 
that tho “ returns of death show an enormous death roll 
“ and those known to this department amount to 2,1.01, 
“being about ■} of the number reported to havo died.” 

At Shencottah the disease is said to have boon imported 
from Titmevclly. Of 46 cases treated, 27 proved fatal. 
From Shencottah it spread to Puliyorah, Ariencavoo, Poim- 
lore and Kotarakaray. In the 2 former villages, 61 eases 
were under treatment, of which 21 ended fatally. The 
disease disappeared from tho couutry in the month of Pan¬ 
gum and the spocial staff was withdrawn, 

During the prevalence of the diseaso every precaution 
was taken to protect tho'Capital. Quarantine was establish¬ 
ed first at Clianancaray at tho ontranee to tho canal, 12’ 
miles from Trevandrum, and subsequently at Nemqm in 
the south. A few cases occurred in Trivandrum notwith¬ 
standing, but by prompt action tho disease was prevented 
from entering the fort and other crowded localities. 
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523. 21 oases came under treatment during the year in 

a ' the whole State, of which one proved 

Small-pox. fataL 

524. Fever was prevalent more of less throughout the 

Fevov country during the year and special 

medical subordinates had to be detailed 
for duty in most of the affected districts. In the Neyat- 
tingaray district 1,198 cases were treated, with one death; 
in Neduvengaud 472 cases, with 14 deaths; in Velaven- 
code 1058 cases, with no deaths; in Oalculam 393 cases, 
with 9 deaths; in Ohanganacliery 1,698 cases, with no 
deaths; and in the Special dispensary at Thodupulay 913 
cases, 3 of which proved fatal. 


525. This institution had a class of 8 pupils entoring 
Victoria Medical on tlieir ^cond year’s course of study. 
School and Hospital Three of the pupils received instruction 
for Women. m English and the others in the Verna¬ 

cular. Assistant Burgeon Poonen M. D., who was in charge 
of the institution throughout the year, reports favorably 
on the progress made by the pupils; he says “ the pupils 
“ have now had a complete course on midwifery, principal 
" diseases of' women, elementary lessons in Materia Medica 
“ and bandaging. They were also taught the general 
“ dietary of the sick and to compound medicines. I be- 
<! lieve they have on the whole made satisfactory progress 
“ in their studies.” 


In practical work the pupils attended on 64 lying-in 
cases admitted into the hospital during the year, against 
34 oases in the 8 months of the previous year the insti¬ 
tution was in existence. 


526. 90,840 operations rvere performed during the 
. .. year against 93,740 in 1063, thus show- 

aomna ion. j n g. a decrease of 2,900 operations. The 

percentage of success was 98-30' as compared with 93-28 in 
the preceding year. The decline in the number of oper¬ 
ations is ascribed to the prevalence of cholera throughout 
the oountry, especially in the south. During the conti- 
nuance of such epidemics, the Durbar Physician observes 
"‘it is not desirable to press vaccination operations, ”

528. Hitherto the quality of the lymph used was im¬ 
proved by the occasional introduction 
vnSno’ oopm!"* ° f R 1111 ‘ mal b’ n ’l^' obtained from Madras. 

But during the year under report, 
Surgeon-Major Esmondo-Whito obtained tho sanction of 
His Highness’ Government for establishing a Vaccine Depot 
at Trivandrum, and, accordingly, tho first calf was operated 
on in the month of Vycausy of the year under review. Apart 
•from the success attending tho scheme, it is calculated 
to exercise a wholesome influence on the minds of the pub¬ 
lic, first in removing tho impression that tho vaccine virus 
inoculated from hand to hand had the effect of producing 
diseases from which th.o subject may lie suffering, and second¬ 
ly as the means of counteracting the prejudices of the higher 
classes in subjecting themselves to bo vaccinated with the 
virus obtained from the lower class of people. Such im¬ 
pression operated prejudicially to the progress of vaccina¬ 
tion.

530. The cost of the Hedioal department amounted in 

the year under report to 1,20,870 Rs. 

Lost - against 1,07,465 Rs. in 1063. The in¬ 

creased expenditure is due (l) to the entertainment of 5 
Medical subordinates, viz., 4 at the latter part of 1063 and 
one in 1064, (2) to the appointment of an Assistant 
Surgeon vide para 508 of this report, (3) to the opening of 
3 new dispensaries, and (4) to increased supply of medicines 
and medical stores and other articles for the use of the 
hospitals. 

531. This section of the report may be appropriately 
closed -with acknowledging the services rendered to His 
Highness’ subjects by the very zealous efforts of the Medi¬ 
cal Missionary of the London Missionary Society, whose 
large Institution at Neyoor with branch establishments at 
several villages in the south, are instrumental in relieving 
a great deal of suffering. The Roman Catholic Arch¬ 
bishop’s hospital at Manhamay under Brother Yerliouven is 
also doing good work, though, recently established. Both 
tho Heyoor and Manhamay institutions receive aid from 
this Government, as also a dispensary at Bodinaikanoor to 
which coolies and others from the Cardamom Hills and 
Coffee Estates in Travancore frequently resort. 

532. Veterinary Hospital. A return of the animals 
treated in the hospital will be found in the appendix. The 
number of cases brought into hospital, for treatment during 
the year under report was 188 as compared with 87 in 
1063. The increase of 96 patients is attributed by the Vete¬ 
rinarian partly to an outbreak of rinderpest in the town. 
Deducting such exceptional cases, the number of other 
patients treated was 140, showing an increase of 53 over 
that of the previous year. The hospital appears to be 
steadily growing popular. 

533. Of the total number admitted for treatment, 41 
were in-patients and 142 out-patients. 148 cases were 
discharged cured, 11 relieved, 1 pronounced incurable, 15 
died and 8 remained under treatment at the end of the 
year under report. 

584. Two bullocks and a pony were operated on for 
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tumours and warts; and two ponies and a ram were gelded. 
All tlie operations were attended with success. 

535. A few .cases of Eczema Epizootica were treated. 
This disease made its appearance about the samo time as 
in the previous year. Rinderpest, a most fatal and highly 
infectious disease, broke out in the year under report, and 
carried off many head of cattle. The epidemic was impor¬ 
ted from Tinnovolly. 

536. Rs. 53-chs. 14 were recovered for veterinary ad¬ 
vice, treatment and stabling charges. A large number of 
cases was treated gratis, owing to the poverty of the 
owners.

557. The Conservancy of the Capital .—The department 
continued to do good work during the year under report. 
The spread of cholera, which had been raging 'fiercely out 
of Trivandrum, was averted by special attention and care 
devoted towards the sanitation of the town. There wero 
comparatively few such cases, twenty-five only of which 
proved fatal. Some cisterns and drains connected with the 
Agrashala feeding-houses were repaired and certain other 
minor works were also done.

which provided for the establishment of 
Legislation, a Xjogislatiye Council having come into 
force from the first of Avani 1064, the legislative work of 
the year devolved on the Council. 

562. Five Bills were introduced into the Counoil and 
leave to introduce two others was granted during the year. 

563. The Bills introduced were 

1. The Anchal Bill;

3. The Civil Procedure Bill; 

4. The Criminal Procedure Bill; and

Of these, the first received the Royal assent and was 
published as Regulation lot'. 1064; the seoond and third 
passed through the Council, but had not received the Royal 
sanction before the close of tlie year. 

The other two Bills were referred to, and were under 
the consideration of, select committees. 

The two Bills, leave to introduce which was granted, 
are (1) a Bill to amend the law relating to Jenmies and 
Tenants, and (2) a Bill to make duplicates of registered 
documents engrossed on cadjans admissible) in evidence. 

564. A Proclamation was also issued by His Highness the 
Maha Rajah revising the grain portion of the assessment 
on paddy lands. Hitherto, the proportion in which tax 
was received in kind was not uniform. It varied not only 
in different taluqs but also in different proverthies and 
villages in the same taluq. By tho Proclamation, the 
proportion was made uniform i, e. 25 per cent of the total 
assessment in the Quilon and Cottayam Divisions and 50 
per cent in the Padmanabhapnram and Trivandrum 
Divisions, with the exception of a fow proverthies in the 
two latter divisions, where the proportion of grain had to 
be slightly enhanced. The above measure has on the 
whole resulted in the reduction of the grain assessment 
and is a source of great relief to the ryots, inasmuch as 
the commutation rate is far below the ruling prioo of grain 
in the market.

To supplement the above institution and to 
bring into play the latent hut undoubtedly superior indige¬ 
nous mechanical skill available in the country, the Dewan 
Peishcars were instructed to summon the best, workmen in 
their respective divisions and induce thorn to turn out 
really artistic work in wood, metals &c. on approved pat¬ 
terns and to send tho articles to the Industrial School for 
public exhibition and sale.
